© Martial Law in Time of Peace, was unknown, and rt 
© pugnane to our Conſtitution : That ſuch a Law wap il 
© deed,neceſſary,during the late Rebellion; but there being 
© ar preſent no ſuch Reaſon, and all being perfectly quiet 
© and eaſy under his Majeſty's mild Government, the 
* niſhmenc of Oftences committed by the soldier pa- 
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© be left to the Civil Magiſtrate. And that, on the other 
© Hand, it was unreaſonable to grant Soldiers a Protection 
© from theic lawful Creditors, fince thereby a great many 
© poor People, who might be drawn in to truſt them, 
© might be ruin'd.*” This Speech was anſwer'd by 
Earl Cadogen, and the Earl of Sunderland; to whom the 
Lord North and Grey, the Earls Coningsby and Strafford, the 
Lord Bathurſt, and Earl Cowper reply'd, and rais'd forme 
Objections to ſome other Parts of the Bill. The Lord 
Harcourt having ſpoken on he Court-Side, he was an- 
ſwer'd by the Earl of Strefford, to whom the Lord Carteret 
reply'd ; and after ſome other Speeches, the Queſtion 
being put, that the Number of ſtanding Forces be re- 
duc'd, it was carry d in the Negative, by 67 Voices 
againſt 19. : 

x is obſervable, that in the Heat of this long Debate, 
Earl C— 5 having ſeverely animadverted upon ſome 
of the Lords Juſtices appointed by the King, when his 
Majeſty went laſt to Hanover, inſinuating, That ne Body 
knew Tos whence they came, another Earl, in a high Sca- 
tion, ſaid thereupon, © He did not think any Thing that 
© noble Lord, who ſpoke laſt, had ſaid, or cauld ſuggeſt, 
to be a Reflection on the late Regency, of which he

cretary Craggs. To this the Earl of S—-d ſmartly re- 
ply'd, © That, in his Opinion, it was ſtill more indecent, 
and unbecoming the Dignity of that auguſt Aſſembly, 
* for any, who had the Honour to ſit in it, to reflect on 
© Perſons chat were dead, and could nor anſwer for them- 
* ſelves, than upon Perſons living, who could ſpeak in

Dec. 13. The Earl of Clarendon reported to the Hout 
of Lords, the Bill to prevent Infection, upon which the 
Queſtion being put, that che Houſe do agree with che Con- 
mittee, the fame was oppos'd by Earl Cowper 3 who, on 
the other Hand, mov'd, That a Bill be brought in for the

For by the firſt of them, Perſons of hat Rank 
or Condition ſoever, either actually infected, of being i 
the ſame Habitation, tho* in Lone · Houſes, where they 
are well accommodated, and from whence there is 
Danger of propagating the Infection, may be forcibly

II. Becauſe ſuch Powers as theſe ate utterly unknowag 
to our Conftitution, and repugnant, we conceive, to the 
Lenity of bt mild and free Government; à tender Reg 
to which was ſhewn by the Act Far. I. which took Care 
only to confine infected Perfons within their own — 
and to ſupport them under that Confinement, and 1 
the Execution of ſuch Powers folely in the Civil Ma“ 
giſtrate; whereas the Powers by ns excepted againſt, ag 
they art of 4 more extraordinary Kind, fo they will pro-

III. Becauſe we take it, theſe Methods were copy 
from France, a Kingdom whoſe Pattern, in ſuch Caſes, 
Great Britain ſhould not follow ; the Government there, 
being conducted by arbitrary Power, and ſupported by 
finding Armies; and w ſuch a Country, ſuch Methods 
eo, in dur Opinion, ſeem moſt ſuitable: And yet even in 
that Kingdom, the Powers thus exercis'd of late, have 
been as unſucceſsful, as they were unprecedented; ſa 
that no neighbouring State has any Encouragement from 
thence, to follow ſo fatal an Example. In the haſt Plague 
with which we were viſited, Anno Dom. 1665, tho' none

IV. Becauſe, had fue Part ef the Act, as we think 
ſhould be repeal'd, been gccordingly repen d, there would 
ſill have remaĩn'd in it à general Clauſe, which gives che 
wn all Powers neceſſary to prevear the ſpreading of 
bucttion ; and, conſequently; theſe vely Powers among

continu'd; for we cannot imagine why they ſhould ſtand 
enacted, unleſs they are intended to be executed; or of 
what Uſe it will be to the Publick, to keep che Minds of 
the People perpetually alarm'd, with thoſe Apprehenſiom 
under which they now labour, as, appears by the Petition 
from the City of London, lately rejected. It may be u 
Inſtance of our great Confidence in his Majeſty's Wiſdom 
and Goodneſs, when we truſt him with ſuch 17 un · 
known to the Conſtitution; but we think it ill become: 
us to repoſe ſuch Truſt, when ic tends, in our, Opinion, 
rather to render him terrible, than amiable ro his Sub- 
jects; and when the only Advantage he can (as we on.

The ſame Day, the Lords, in a grand Committee, went

if twelve Months be neceſſary; if che Occaſion re- 
and demands ſuch a Time, ic is juſt as ficting as 
ive Days, or twelve Hours. It is a Pain and a Grief 
dink of doing ic at all. No Engliſhman can conſent to 
hut with Reluctance: But to none can it be half ſo 
gent, or half ſo uneaſy, as to thoſe who are to execute 
(if Neceſſicy calls them to it) unleſs they are Monſters, 
j of all Concern, and harden'd into Stone. 
' this were the Spring Time of the Year, there is no 
believe, who would have aſk'd, and no one who 
Id have conſented to give, more than ſix Months; 
uuſe that Space of Time would take in all the Summer, 
reach down towards the Meeting of the Harliament 
in; and the Summer being the Time always of the 
ateſt Danger, would be provided for; and the Seſſions 
id come on time enough to make farther Proviſion, if 
ye This is the Caſe at preſent.

In do go 
Precedents lead us. And the Reaſon is, becauſe the plight) 1 
cution of ſuch Deſigns is generally in that Seaſon, bg ſuc 
one ever pretended that a Suſpenſion for fix or nine Mu tru 
was a Precedent for a Suſpenſion for twelve Months ; 
therefore can the preſent Suſpenſion for one Year, ever 
a Precedent for a Suſpenſion hereafter for two Vein; 
fonie would ſeem to fear, tho' there be an Abſurdity 
the very Suppoſirion. But the Care in former Suſpenks 
to guard againſt Danger in that Part of the Year whent 
Parliament would not be ſitting, was juſtly affirmed u 
a Precedent for the ſame Care in the preſent Suſpenſc 
which could not have been ſhewn, without extending 
Term through the Summer. Accordingly, it is impofi 
that extending the preſent Act to the Summer, can | 
Precedent any farther, than for taking Care of the ln 
val between Seſſians and Seſſions. 
Seven Times has this Act, in the ſame Form, pak 
but never with more certain and undoubted i 
than at Preſent. It always guarded againſt the Danger 
the Summer; and this cannot do the ſame, without 
maining in Force for a Year. If it be a melancholy T! 
to think of ſach a Suſpenſion, Whom muſt EA, 
thank for ſuch an Evil, but thoſe who by their rept 
Deſigns make it abfolutely neceſſary ?

On the zoth of November, I ſpoke with a Ship belag 
ing to the African Company, come from Londen, by 
which I receiv'd Mr, Secretary Burchett's Letters dared the
